GOOD SCjOUTING - GOOD CRIZENSHIP 




Quite recently we enjoyed a 
mosical treat of significance. This 
was a performance by the Feld- 
man Chamber Music Society, 
which gave its second concert of 
its revived series; a group of musi- 
cians, most of them in their teens, 
who play with a combination of 
dignity and spirit that reflects 
their musical training, and thei. 
uninhibited youth. 

Notable among the three fine 
compoi^tions they played was 
Dvorak's "American Quartet" for 
two violins, vioU and cello, based 
an Negro melodies heard by Dvo- 
rak during his American residence, 
A gorgeous sonority of tone was 
achieved, too, in the Brahms So- 
nata for Viola and Piano, a num- 
ber that is true Brahms in hir 
deeper mocd. 

Hector Berloiz (1803-1869) ha'^ 
left us s:me magnificent sympho- 
nic writings. One of the best of 
I these is his "Harold in Italy,' 
which we have recorded by Kous- 
sevltsky and the Boston Symphony 
Ci'chestra, with William Primrose 
playing the beautiful viola part 
and playing it superbly. This is e 
musical gem, divided toto Uw 
:iiovements, descriptive of the poe' 
Harold's wanderings in the Italiar 
mcimtaUis. Itie second movement 
"Mn-ch of Pilgrims Singing tlieir 
Bventoff Hymn," is baaed on an 
old Italian folk mel:»lyr and L'

red, black and scarlet oaks. White 
oak, hickory and elm also take 
treatment well, but need a longer 
soaking period. Posta about four 
Inches in diameter are recom- 
mended, except lor corners, gates 
and other places where greater 
strength is requhred. Use only the 
round posta and do all the cutting 
and boring for braces and gate 
hinges before treating to avoid ex- 
posing untreated wood, the agent 
advises. 

The agent said that there are 
two recommended methods of 
treaUng fence posts on Virginia 
farms— the hot-cold bath creosote 
treatmmt, and the pentachloro- 
phenol treatment The cost of ma- 
terials for either method is about 
15? per post. Treatment of non- 
durable wood fence posts with a 
preservative will increase the life 
of the post at least three to lour 
tUne, Ozlln said. The extended 
Ille. he emphasizes, means lower 
maj^ntenance coats on the fencijs 
and less labor required to replace 
rotten posts. 

Complete directions for treat- 
mentii are available from the coun- 
ty agent's ofUce.

Highway engineers estimate that 
it will require niore than $25,000,-

Zoning committee officials said 
that 10 counties, is towns, and H 
cities have already adopted ordi- 
nances and that others are in pre- 
paration. 

The pressing ne^ for these or- 
dinances was demonstrated in a 
recent survey of 73 road construc- 
tion projects, the committee point- 
vlcej ed out. On these jobs, more than 
1538,000 went for moving homes. 
flUing stations, stores and other 
buildinga. 

"In plain terms," the commit- 
tee asserted, "figures like this 
mean one of two things. Bither the 
counties must settle for propor- 
tionately fewer new and improved 
highways, or they must resign 
themselves to doing without neces- 
sary highways lor a proportionate- 
ly bmger time— unless local oilic- 
ials do 8<Hnething about it. 

Not only do highway zoning or- 
dinances cut road-building costs, 
the cmnmittee added, but they 
have 'a d^lnite highway safety 
factor. Nineteen per cmt of all 
highway accidenta happen at in- 
tersfetieni — jamia al thfltt at 
"biind^ ^BtenactioiM. With spoing. 
future ctmstructlon <rf "blind" in- 
ttneeUfim will be avoided.

Almost overnight. Port Story 
was galvanized toto wartime ac- 
Uvity by an totenstve rearmament 
program and barracks, canton- 
ments and army buildtogs sprung 
into being like mushrooms.

But an article 
nweot primarily to boost the sale of Blank Electric Company's kilo- 
vatta is advertising. An article which has to deal with the role of the 
tutomobile industry in our national economy has nothing to do with 
promoting the sale of some particular car. The first is publicity on a 
fUflstion <a commim interest— the second U Just plain advertising. 

If an electric compwy wants to sell more power or an automobile 
eompany wants to push the sale of his cars it should be done through 
paid advertising. The same applies in all business, p-eat or small. The 
ncwoMper has space to sell to tihe person who widie* to advertise what 
be has to sell. Tlie newqwper has «Mce which it gives to the tfte 
puMicity of news of commim interest to the community. 

As a pfopogandirt when an editor «>eaks hU mind he is publi- 
ciidng a tboiight, a plan, a theory, a principle or an idea. For years 
people talked and wrote abCHit automoMlce in the days when skeptics 
were still shouting "Get a hwse"! This propoganda had much to do 
witti the devdoiment of the industry which has open^ untold 09- 
portunittes for milUons. 

Advertidng, iMablicity and pnwoganda are essential to our way 
ff Ufe. They go hand bi hand. It pays to advertise, publicize and pro-

Many weaker primary 
roads wU Ibe limited to la tons, 
although some will continue to 
carry their present 11.5-ton limit. 
Most aeowidary roads are limited 
to eight toiu. 

Officials ' emphastied that all 
llmite are "gross," Including the 
weii^t of hoth Uie vehicle and 
load. 

The load llmite were Imposed In 
an effort to avoid road breakups 
similar to those which followed 
the winter of 1885-88. In that whi- 
ter, many thousands of secondary 
miles became impassable and 
many hard-aiirfaced miles along 
the primary system broke up and 
were left unlit for travel. 

The winter of l84'r-48 with deep 
f reeaes in the ground for the paat 
several weka, has been the most 
Intense since "aB-'SSe. highway of- 
ficials have said. Unless load limlta 
are strictly observed, a "catastro- 
phic Statewide emergency" will 
follow a quick thaw. 

During 1885-88. it took many 
months and 88,000.000 in road 
funds to repahr the damage. Costa 
are now higher, and with a muoh 
greater toveatment now on the 
road system, a serious breakup 
would be "far more costly" than 
in that whiter. 

When an bitense freese goes 
deep in the grmmd, there is a con- 
stant "capillary" action which 
brings water to the surface, high- 
way engineers eiq^lained. When it 
reaches the surface, this water 
freeses into "frost bolU." When 
the thaw comes and the "boils" 
melt, tberel a nothing left to sup- 
port Uie road and » colapse of Uie 
road feurface follows.
